In the days when Mexico was in &
chronle state of revolution Blgnor Her-
rero llved on hls haclendn doing hia
beat to avold belng entangled In any
of the various strifes that succeeded
one another for the possession of the
government, for ta be on the wrong
plde meant death, Dona Marinn, Ier-
yora's eldest daughter, was courted by
Bignor Juan Bustamente, n neighbor-
tng haclenda owner who hnd done &
great deal to establish the government
then In power. Ile was more than
twice Marina's nge and was especlally
disagreeable to ler., DRut she was
urged by her famlily to accept him on
the ground that If she declined him
be might seek revenge by Impugning
her father'n loyalty to the government.

But Dona Marina loved Dhillppo
Mendoza, the son of a nelghboring

lanter, Urged to glve him up for

ustamente, through fear she consent-
ed, but not for long. She confessed to
Bustamente her love for Mendoza and
begged him to relense her. Ife did so
at onoce, with many expressions of grief
and wighes for her happiness. Hy this
course Marinn turned what had been
feared for her father agalnst her lover.
Bustamente, thinking that if he got
Mendora out of the way Marina might
yet beconwe his wife, secretly accused
bla rival of plotting with one who was
known to be fomenting a new revolu-
tlon. Mendoza wag arrested and taken
no one knew where.

As soon as the news of the arrest
reached the Herrerns, not suspecting
Bustamente, Marina Implored him to
use his Influence with the president in
behalf of her lover. He promised to do
80 and set off at once to the caplital os-
tensibly for the purpose. He knew
very woll that Mendoza would have
been executed before his arrival, for he
bod so arranged with the government.
What he wished was to conceal his
own part in the murder and galn credit
with Marina that would benefit his sult
in'the future,

There s 4 law In Mexico that one
executed shall be left where he falls
till friends or relatives come and take
away the body for burinl, But at Men-
doza's execution there was no one to
claim the body, Bustamente had ar-
ranged that he be taken to a distant
province from which the news of his
execution woyld be long In reaching
his friends, especinlly Dona Marina,

Mendoza was taken out in the gray
of the morning and was stood up be-
fore elght soldlers, who at the word of
command fired a volley at him. He
fell. The commander of the firing party
took a look at the body and saw that It
bad several wounds In the thorax and
two In the head, any one of which
might be expected to kill him, The sol-
diers were marched away and a writ-
ten report handed in that Philippo
Mendosa was dead.

But Mendoza was not dead. Notwith-
ptanding his wounds after the firing
party bad marched away he revived.
¥or a time he supposed that he had
awakened In another world. Yet there
above him was the same blue sky he
Bhad lived under, and he could hear cat-
e lowing. Making an effort, he raised
himself on his elbow, looked about him
and down on his blood stalned cloth-
ing, Then, making another effort, he

ua:nd walked several miles to a

He could not keep the secret that he
had been executed, and word soon
reached those who had been charged
with his execution. Fearing that they
would be blamed for neglect of duty,
they proposed to shoot him agaln, bat
before they could agree wupon this
course the mews of the strange case
reached the governor of the province.
He bad been on the bench, and the
only thing In the world he respected
was the law. He took the matter un-
der consideration, at last declding that
Mendosa had been executed, had been
reported dead and was therefore dead.
That 18, he was dead In law, Therefore
those who had been ordered to execute
him had nothing further to do with
bim. He was without legal existence
in the republic of Mexico. No further
report of the matter need be forwarded
to the government, for there was noth-
ing to be sald about one who had been
reported legally dead,

One evening as Signor Bustamente
was returning from a visit to the Her-
vere haclenda he heard a volce from
bushes beslde the road ordering him
fo halt, He stopped, and a8 man step-
ped Into the road a short distance be-
fore hlm. His cheeks were hollow,
bis lips were thin, his eyes were wild,
his face was white. Bostamente saw
his rival, or what he consldered hi-
rival's ghost.

“Arve you of the llving or the dead?”

“I am dend—legally dend. But that

ou shall not again have me executed

am a firlng party to execute you."

The ghosat ralsed a rifle and shot his

enemy dead,
- When Mendoza appeared at the Her-
rera haclenda no one there know what
had become of him. He told the story
of his execution and that he had exe-
cuted the man who had brought it
about. His vislt was brief, and no one
except the Herrerns knew that he had
been there, The slayer of Bustamente
was never known. Boon after all this
ocenrred a new leader of the party op-
posed to the government arose, march-
od to the eapltal, took {t, executed
every member of the government and
was proclalmed president. He was
nong other than Mendoza,

When it was found that the new
president was strangely glven to par
doning malefactors the people sald,
“How can oneg who 18 legally dead kil
witwrs?' But In this his wife Mariun
bad a hand.

OLD FASHIONED
CANVASS 1S ON

Andrew> For a Gampaign of Vim
and Patriotism.

Reerults Called For From the Rank
and Flle of the Great Army of Penn-

Colonel Andrews has just addreased
the following letter to ecach of the

A Call to Action.
“Dear BIr—We have reached a
period in the national campaign when

party llnes are tightly drawn, the is-
sues well defined, and the voters ara
rallylng around the banners of their
respective partlos.

“Republicans of Pennsylvenia have
reason to be proud of thelr candidutes
and all can consistently and cordially

1o all concerned to dissolve, conse-
quently at a meeting held at Madizon-
ville, Lackawanvua county, June 9th,
1891, a committee of six were appoint-
ed, namely, Loren Reed, 1. E. Blake,
1. Watrous, W. H, BSwnilz, J. W.
Hatherill and 8. 8. Bwartz. The com-
mittee reported as follows:  *“T'hat on
account of the large territory compris-
ing the two counties, making it very
inconvenient for patrons to altend
meetings, therefore, your committee,
alter due consideration, would respect-
fully recommend a dissolution of the
said Pomona Grange.” The first meet-
ing under the name of Wayne County
Pomonn Grange after the separation of
the two counties, was held with Hope
Grange at Boulh Canaan, SBept. 0Lb,
1891, Just 17 years and one day from
